Under the caption: “Legion to_ War on Waste,” the 


Chronicle writes as follows: 
“From now on wasters of mavetannaal funds will have to 


keep their eyes on the American Legion. The veterans have 
been enrolled as watchdogs of Federal, State and municipal 
treasuries. Accepting the restrictions in veterans benefits as 
a sacrifice to be accepted patriotically in a national emer 
gency the Legion is determined that the millions so retained 
shall not be niisused or spent on something less worthy rai 
their own claims.” 

What a wonderful opportunity for an ‘onipalch tier such 
as the American Legion—one million voters who are a 
veritable cross-section of our national life—to be a vital 
part of this second great Reconstruction Period in our 
history. 'What-a- world of work there is to-be done in-the 
field of governmental waste—in: the nation, the state, the 
county, and the city—at this time. 

But one word of caution can be advised. And that is: 
that the Legion, held together by the unity of purpose of 
their nationa] organization, should work individually, as 
other citizens, to crystallize public opinion along these con- 

structive lines. If the Legion, powerful as it is, should 
ever attempt super- governmental, dictatorial, powers. as a 
unit, rather than as individuals working for the common 
purpose, it will lose weight no less surely than the defunct 
’ Ku Klux Klan. 
FREE SILVER AND INFLATION 

The ghost of William JenningssBryan stalks today 
through the corridors of Capitol Hill. Considered carefully 
entombed for the past three decades while our dollar 
was worth one hundred cents, the spectre rises again when 
the “money power” continues to insist that our gold dollar 
shall remain worth $1.87. 

The fact that the Senate numbered 33 FOR free silver, 
as opposed to 44 against, and many of these solely because 
of the President’s insistence that the issue not be confused 
with the agricultural bill, indicates, to us at least, that the 
people are demanding some surcease from paying the $1.00 
debts of 1929 with a dollar that.is 187% as hard to get. 
And let this writer, as being one of those who finds that 
dollar so hard to get-these days, ask why SHOULDN'T we 

‘ get some relief from our government in this matter of 
inflation, whether it is free silver at 16-to-1 or 20-to-l or 
inflated currency, or any other means? 

To state the point concretely for West Side citizens, 
let us take for example our city. tax rate. In 1929, our 
city tax rate was $2.22 at a $1.00 worth $1. 00. Now with 
our $1.00 worth $1.87, the work necessary to acquire $2.22 
amounts to $4.15! Put that in your pipe and smoke it, 
and then you will see why our people are so vitally inter- 
ested in the tax rate in this coming city election.
